London, May 17.— Debate on the 
coercion bill was resumed this eyenliig in 

tho commons. 

Sir Will. N. Ilarcourt moved an aniond- 
meiit from the, secrets iiKpiii-y of all pro- 
ceedings reUtiiig to pulilic meetings or 
agrarian inovemeiils, including ct>inl)iiia- 
tions for reductions of rent. The bill 
would then deal with actual crimes and 
would not be a measure creating oflfense. 

Dillon contended that unless tho an^ond- 
iiient bo accepted the governinout would 
lie able to impriHon everybody who might 
lie politically obnoxious. Landlords who 
had not received their rents might swear 
an inforiiiatioii of coiiHpiiaey, causing all 
sorts of ]iorsuiia to bo brought up for a 
bogus inquiry, and if they refused to 
answer (|tio.stiona auoh persons might be 
imprisoned as long as tho goveriiiiieiit 
clioo.se. (C'ries of hoar 1 liearl) 

(iladstono said he regretted tho goverii- 
iiieiit failed t,o recogiii/.e tlio justice of 
granting lri.sli tenants the protection tlitiy 
oU'ered Kii^'lisli workmen. As to boy- 
cotting the government must explai;n what 
was meant by that term. Waa it intim- 
idation needed, or only boycotting load- 
ing exclusive dealing t (Hear, hear.) 

Then Balfour said the governinout re- 
fused to yield to the obstruction, the o])- 
position response was they had a right to 
refuse or yield to them. (Cheera.) 
The amendment was finally negatived, 
to 140.

Cross-examined by Mr. T. Davie— Have 
always been on good terms with the pri- 
soner. He has always been well liked by 
ther people . 
Henry Smith, sworn, said was employ- 
ed on steamer Lottie. He remembered 
seeing the i)ri8oner on the morning spoken 
of between 8 and 9 o'clock. The prisoner 
had a gun with him. From where he was 
sttmding he could see the stem of the 
ship T. R. Foster. 

Cliaa. Fisher, sworn, testified to having 
heard certain threats uttered by prisoner. 
Upon being cross examined by the judge 
ho admitted having heard prisoner threat- 
en to kill Rugg. 

J. D. Canipliell, provincial constable, 
having been s-H-orii, described why and 
when he arrested Kiclmrd Glenn. He 
was on his way to Victoria with the rifle 
in his hand, he had two loaded cartridges 
and one shell in liis ])ocket. Tho reading 
of a letter from the prisoner tto < Judge 
Harrison and the deposition of the .cap- 
tain (which was objected to by the pris- 
oner's counsel) finished the case for (he 
prosecution.

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THE BARKACKS. 

The sum of $10,000 appears this year 
on tii& estimates for a barracks for "C 
battery, Tho public will no doubt iiii 
agino this i.s a now grant and .in act of 
great mHunaniniily on tlio part of tlio 
Doniiiuon governmunt. If wo misttike 
aot, however, two yoars ago a similar 
grant was voted and liaving lajjsed bo- 
causo unappropriated, was renewed last 
year and 81U,(KM) added. Tliis also lapsed 
becatise nothing was done in tho jn'oinisea 
and we are again this year i<p be treated 
to a fiiinilar farce, cxcejil that the atiuiunt 
has dwindled down from :SiiO,000 to §10,- 
000. Is the amount to be expended or is it 
not ? If it is, then let work be commenced 
at once and tho government show some 
disposition other tiian a desiro to tritlt; 
with the people (jf thi.s province; if it is 
not, let it Vjo o.xpuiiged from tho estimates 
so that we may know just what to cKjiect. 
This absurdity of voting a sum of money 
foi- barracks purposes and allowing it to 
lapse is soniowhat calculatea to tire our 
patience. Enormous grants are being 
yearly made for barracks in eastern cities 
and towns where there is little need of 
them aa compared with this stfition. If 
the present grant is allowed to laijso we 
may feel like bidding a sad farewell for- 
ever. , Let the grant be e.xpected this 
year so that the government may bo gi'-en 
due credit for a desire to render a very 
small meed of justice to this not by any 
moans over-gra.spiiig province. 

THE COLLIERY DISASTER. 

The exploration of tho Nanaiiin) mine 
in British Columbia, says tho Hamilton 
Times, whore nearly 200 lives ■ have been, 
lost by an explosion of fire damp, has been' 
conducted with great care, for tlio reason 
that the mine is right below the town, 
and tho rescuing partj' were afraid that 
ant>thor explosion would ttike jjlace, in 
which c«se tho town would probably cave 
in. Gas is the constant danger of tho 
qtiner, yet though lie everyday goes down 
the shaft, taking his life in his hand, it is 
wonderful how careless ho may become. 
In this case, the worst calamity of tho 
ki^d wliich has ever occurred in Canada, 
aSypi. many other similar explosions re- 
ported itirom foreign lands, it will be im- 
possible to reach a correct decision as to 
how the explosion was caused; but tho 
general belief is that some foolhardy 
miner, finding it more convenient to 
work with a naked I.inip than a covered 
one, broke tho rules of tlie pit, and tlius 
ignited the gas whicii cxjiloded and en- 
tombed tho whole coin]<auy. .Science lias 
placed in the hands of the miners various 
devices for warding off danger, but a means 
has yot to be thougiit of that will save 
those who make tlieir living in tlie bowels 
of the earth — probably the moat dangerous 
occupation exUmt — from their own fool- 
'batdin^, and the worst of it is that the 
care ful are ever at the mercy of the c;iro- 
less. It will not detract from tlie feeling 
against the Ciiincse, wliicli is known to 
bo bitter in Rritish C(dumbia, that tlie ex- 
plosion is, riglitly or wrongly, laid to tlie 
door of tli(! (Jhiiiese section of the work- 
men of tlie jiil, who wort! known tn be 
(^rehjSH of their niel IhmIh of work so long 
aa tliey could make moiuiy. Tiio wor.st 
feature of this iliHast(!r is tiiat so many 
widows and ilependcnts are left witliout 
breadwinners. No doubt tho cliaritiibio 
. vriil not be appealed to in vain where the 
' need is so great. 

The New Yoi-!; Tiiih:i thinks that tho 
moral to be drawn from I he disaHtrous col- 
liery explosion at Naiiaimo, H. ('., is that 
all coal minus should lie provided with a 
Jnecqnd shaft. If a second shaft, it says, 
nad been provided, the men of whose res- 
cue there now somns to bo no hojie iiiiglit 
all have been restored to the upper air in 
safety. It add.s: Of course it is iinprac- 
ticable to provide sucli a safeguard in a 
mine just ppened, but it is crimin.al to 
ointfc;lfc,in an old mine, and there are 
xninifis jiiiprovidod with it that have been 
vorked for many years. 

O'BRnCN'S VISIT. 

One of the greatest tactical inistjikes 
over made by any Irish patriot wa» that 
which Mr. William O'Brien, editor of 
Uniti'.il IreUni'l, foil into when ho con- 
ceived tlie idea of coming (o Canada to 
attack tho governor-general.

ment. But when so prominent a inoii'ber 
of tho Nationidist party as Mr. O'Brien 
goes out of his way to preach a- crusade 
against tho representative of tho queen,- 
he sliows a lac\ of foresight and judgment 
which cannot be said to riifloct the great- 
est credit upon the distingiiisliod editor of 
United Ireland.

His mission will prove to bo a fruit- 
less one, iiroduclive of nothing but 
ill for tho caus(j of wiiioh ho 
is so viiliant a cliam])ion. If Mr. 
O'Brien has showed little discret ion, the 
Toronto Oraugeineii arc not guiltless. 
Free speech i.s one of our most boasted 
inheritances and as long as Mr. O'Urion 
kept within tho law he liad a right to be 
heard. It always seems that those who 
will not hear are afraid to ln;ar. The dis- 
turbances at, Toronto as narr;ited in our 
des])atclies this morning were di.sgraceful 
in the e.xtroino .iiid calculated to create a 
sympathy for Mr. O'Brien, which he does 
not at prasont possess. Th(j8e who en- 
deavored to prevent him from speaking 
acted illegally and no amount of "loyal" 
sproadeagleisni will p;illiate their oU'ence. 
The law is [lowerful and must pi'inail. If 
they had only tak(Ui thi; advice ijiveii 
them by the united press of the conntiy 
and treated Mr. ( I'Brien with a severe 
indiflerence they would have accomplish- 
ed far more than they have by indulging 
in a blackguardly exhihition of vocal and 
physical force. It will be well if they 
have not by their ill-advised course raised 
up for the Iriali agitator sympatliiicora in 
quarters where they might least have been 
expected. 



Cknthai, America is so situated that it 
naturally forms but one couiitiy. Were the 
five small nations which conqirisc this re- 
gion gathered into one tiic consolidated 
countrj' might have some chance of nat ion- 
al importance. But while these states con- 
tinue their present divided condition there 
is slight pro.spect of their becoming strong 
or of their obtaining anything like perma- 
nent tran(|uility. The internal weakness of 
its neighbors has alone prevented Central 
America from being abs(jrbed by a larger 
country. Mexico on the north and Col- 
ombia on the i;outh are too much occu- 
pied'with their owii struggles for national 
existence to have any time for foreign coii- 
([uests, and therefore the Central Amori- 
cans have been allowed to look after their 
ownatraira, which they h.ive usually done 
after the niaiiiier and custom in new world 
countries where the jiower of .Spain has 
been inaniifeBted. It has been the easiest 
niaiter in tliti' world to get up a first-class 
revolution, and a month that jia.sses with- 
out bloody disturbances of some s(U'l is 
considered remarkably (piiet. Now, at 
last, there is some chance of a union be- 
tween these provinces which may devehip 
a responsible goveniuieiit, and ci'uatu ime 
strong country, where there ai-e now a 
number of weak ones, liable at any timo 
to lose their separate existence. The late 
president of Guatemala desired to bring 
about this union, by having the other 
lands become subject to his . own. But 
since he was killed in battle about a year 
since the desiro for a true uiii(Ui has 
steadily grown, and it is now taking defi- 
nite shape. The projdised confederacy 
will leave large ijolitical liberty to the 
several states, but it will secure the ono 
precious advantage of unrestricted com- 
mercial intercourse.

SEISMIC DISTURBANCES. 

San Fhani'isco, Maj' 10. — The Call's 
Hernio.silio, Mexico, HjieciHl to-night say.s: 
A courier sent I)y the coiiiiniHaioii who is 
now exaiiiiniiig into the recent seismic dis- 
turbances in the Sierra Madre mouutaiiiH 
araved at Ures to-day and is the be«ror of 
the following disjiatch to Governor Torres:

The inlialutants of 
Balrisjie, Haieracs, Opnte and (.^iiazabas, 
are living in the fields under trees and in 
dugouts.

The wide extent of tei'iitmy is sc-amed 
with crevasses and iuimniHr chasms. The 
earth has sunk in many places and is

In many 
mountiiins are to be seen what .-ippeai-K to 
be eruptions and coiitimious smoke, wliich 
indicates volcanic .action, Inil lias not yet 
been explored owing to centimimis trem- 
ors and great chasms, making tlie ap- 
proach thereto at present most dillicult 
and dangerous." _ 

EVOLUTION. 

Evolution, as a tiieorj', was never 
* doubted. Wliat Darwin and bis friend.s 
have been able to accompliali in the way 
■ of planning out and arranging the diil'er- 
' ent phases of their great idea cannot be 
considered as; anything • loss than- wAnder- 
' fnl. As we read thoir explanation of the 
manner in which animal existence came 
about, and also of Imw varieties wore 
established, wo are often led to .say; This 
is all right as it appears on paper. No 
one could question the rea.sonablencNS of 
the theory on general principles. We 
would bo (piite ready to say it is correct, 
provided it could he proved. But right 
here appears the chief ditliciilty. So far 
they have been utterly nnahle to demon- 
strate where one family of animals has 
become mixed with another; and when it 
comes to their grand object of showing 
how humanity has developed from :i 
creature which was tiisL cousin lo a mon- 
key the failure i.s most, complete and un- 
deniable, lietwuen the most accomplish- 
ed and highly cultured apes and the low- 
est grade of mankind there is a wide 
gulf, which it seems impossible to puss. 
Whilu tho evolutionists may bo able to 
explain it away, and theoretically show 
that it does not exist, >.lie sober fact re- 
mains, and until they (^aii jirove there 
ever was a line of creatures which may 
have extended from the cliinipan/.ue lo 
the Hottentot they will fail to demon- 
strate harmony between theoretical evo- 
lution and tho realities of actual exist- 
ence. A creature has recently been dis- 
covered in Central Africa which may lielii 
them on some of their lives, 'i'his re- 
markable "wli.at, is it" was found by (ier- 
man explorerf. It appears to be jiart 
1 water-snake, jiart bird and part animal. 
It is about the size of a largo tamo duck, 
has a wonderfuUj' long neck, no head to 
speak of, and a strong beak, ai'med with 
two rows of sharp teeth. Much of its 
time is spent undor water, where it swiiiis 
about like an ordinaiy fish. ' But it has a 
pair of wings, which may bo used when 
occasion reipures, ruid wlieii it goes ashore 
it lies down ou the bushes with out- 
stretched wings, in order to get dry, be- 
fore assuming the charaotoristica of aland 
animal.

Wo briotly announced on Sunday tho 
death at Montreal of Mr. George Wallace, 
a former well known and highly res)ioete(l 

journalist of this province. Mr. Wallace 
came to this country in 1802, trarerting 
the then trackless country lyinif boiwooa 
British Columbia and Canada. Ho joine<l 
TilK Colon i.sT in tho fall of the same year 
and in 1803 ostabliiihod tho JUvtning Ex- 
press in Victoria. Afterwards h% printed 
tho Cariboo Sentinel at Barkorville, and 
after disjiosing of that property he stJartotl 
the 7'i-i7*iui(j at Yale. Iiil8()7 Mr. Wal- 
lace left Brit,isli Columbia, where h» On- 
gag(Ml a company of t)a]iane8e jugglers. 
These he conducted through tho United 
Statoa and Euro])0, realizing in a Hhort 
time some 9260,000. With this gum h« 
settled down in London, but soon aftwr- 
wai-ds he was denuded of mo«t of his 
wealth by the failure of the banking house 
of BorvoH it Co. He then returned to 
tho show business and exhibited tho Sia- 
meso Twins tlireughout Europe shortly 
before tho death of that remarkable 
couple. Ho returned to Montreal about 
fifteen years .ago, where ho filled the re- 
Hponsilile posit ion of cnrreapondont of the 
Toronto Mail and several loading Ameri- 
can journals. Hia death occurred about 
ten days ago. His trouble was paralysis 
and Ilia taking off was sudden. Mr. Wal- 
lace's wife (lied a few years ago and ho 
never recovered from the shock. The de- 
ceased gontlemaii was universally ru- 
siiected and his fum ral was imnumHoly 
attended. Here ho had many warm 
friends, who recall with foolinga of plea- 
sure his numerous good ({ualitles and wlio 
sincerely mourn hia de]iarture.

Beport of Mr. B«U. C. B., ^lio Mad* an Mt- 
ploratory Snrvey of the Bioats. 

(Continued from Yoatcrday.) 
Trom tho ao7tli mile at the rorlca, thonoo aa- 
conding the North Fork river, Iho valley la gen- 
orally wldo oiiough for a line of railway without 
nece«3!t«tliiK a largo porconv»KO or gldohlll 
work. The goiioral dirootlon of tho valley is 
very straight, permitting of good ourvfttttro: 
tho qimntity of rock upon alow lovol lino would 
not llkolr oxcood 25 tier cont. of tho total 
oxcaration; nor would thin be probahly 
more than 25,000 cubic yards per mllo 
for a low level lino. The totjU length 
of tho Korth Pork river l« about 13 mllon;

Thoro la good bridge tiinborupon Cari- 
boo lake and tho Norlli Fork riyor. Kxposiiroa 
In tholjankH of tho latter, made by gra(ilu8 tho 
trail on sldo-ljlll, dlicloso heavy dopositji of 
gravel proveti to bo auriforouB by tho roBidont 
Chinoao mining in that vicinity. From tho 2'30tli 
roilo by plan, gtlli going north, X followed tho 
regular train to BarkervUle, up Suowshoo, and 
down Martin oroek, thence to tho head-waters 
of 3wlft rivor and Antler orook, down Antler 
crook to the Cunningham crook j^assatthoSSlth 
mllo by plan horowtth. Arrivoa at this point I 
was Burjirlsod to lind lliat thoru yxlsto<l a well- 
known trail botwooii Cuniilnghmu and Antler 
orooks, with » very slight olovation botwoou tlie 
two crooki. 

Having made further enquiry from tho guide 
who waa broakiiig track for ino (and who know 
tho country well), ni to whether thoro was any 
ooimootion .between tho Valley oruek (which Is 
adireot'load from tho south Into Ilarkorvillo} 
and this pass, bo rppUed in the alilrmatlvo, and 
HO soon OS wo rote up out of AutJor creek and 
got uiion thu upper benohou, it hocnino very aP- 
parent that such waa the (Mao. Tho koy of this 
position HOOUiB to bo tho gettliiK of a good lino 
with a oontiiiuous rising grade by way of Swamp 
rIvor ami Cunniiigliaiii pas,! to AiUlor cniok. 

Once In Auilor crook, liy ruiiiitiiK up grado 
down jtroani, Uiu upper lioiieho.i cif Autler creok 
aro rcaohotl at tho point whoro .Viiilor crook 
turns sharp to Uio cjutward. Tim production of 
tho same line norlli to Uarkorvillo, by way of 
the Valley creek, presents «o didlculLy . There 
would, theretoro, be only one Humiuit to iiass 
over on tbla Uno botweou the mouth of thu 
Beaver river and BarkurvlUo (sou diagram of 
grados). From tho '.'•20th mllo, at tho iiioiitli ot 
TcoiUiloy crook, tlioiu will lie rei|iiirod a contin- 
ual ascont, at tlio rato ijf atiuul 53 foot per mllo, 
for 3,1 miloH, to lytlcli tlio lovul of ilia (Junnliig- 
haiu paay ami rtno out of .Viiilur to Llio Valliiy 
crook. The grades of naturo nr" nut unifoi-in 
lliroughout Lliis aoction, Uiu .Swiunp rl\ or btiing 
a aluggltilislruuin, whilu Cumiiiigliani oreuk lias 
a rapid fall.
